Intemperance, 
too, waa carried on to an alarming ex- 
tent 
Thero might be cities with more 


wickedness in them than there was in 
Fort Wayne, bnt he did notbeleiva 
there were any in which then waa "more 
drinking of intoxicating liquors, to the 
square foot of ground" than there was in 
this city of 10,000 inhabitants, thirty- 
five churches and nearly 200 saloons. 
He spoke of sll these evils at length, 
and said they were pulling' out young 
raeu down to rain every day faster than 
theohurohosoan save then. What is 
to bo donef He could not promise bis 
congregation that these evils whonld be 
removed to-morrow, or this week or this 
year, but ho could give them these remi 
dies that would check the ruinous pace 
at which they ore sending souls hell- 
ward. First, let every person, young 
aud old, determine not to bavoanythii>£ 
to do with them; second influence others 
to do the B»me; third, live ou honest, 
pure, temperate, Christian life.
